Ir must be expected that the abolition of orders will now and then 
give the Theatre more sombre appearance than under the old system, 
when audiences more numerous, but not more productive to the trea- 
sury, caused the semblance of a prosperity which served to adorn the 
play-bills, and ruin Managers, ‘The Theatre, last night, could not. 
boast a very numerous attendance, and, indeed, Operas and broad 
Farce seem now the ouly ways and means to fill the theatrical budget. 
There is evidently a growing indifference, on the part of the public, to 
comedies of the class of The Belle’s Siratagem, and a good Letitia 
Hardy, with novelty for her aid, after a first night or two may romp 
and sing toa small house, growing smaller. Sir George Touchwood 
was assigned to Mr.,Cooper, and was, in general, excellently played ; 
his rebuke to his wife was beautifully expressive of wounded affection, 
and dignified displeasure. The faults of Mr. Wallack’s Doricourt 
were never seen so conspicuously as in his last night’s performance of 
the character, and he never showed less polish, and more want of the 
elegance of manner, which his avowed admiration of this quality of 
deportment render a little indispensable. Mr. Southwell had the part 
of Saville, and with much that was good, a deficiency in ease, and a 
gentlemanly bearing, was observable, with too little self-posseesion, 
Mr. Hooper’s Courtall is, perhaps, the best thing which he has done, 
and what is unpleasing in his general style, was here not inappropri- 
ate. Mrs. Davison entered so heartily into the spirit of the mad- 
scene, as to be unable for a time to proceed. An attempt made to 
encore Miss Tree’s song, was successfully resisted, not certainly from 
apy want of admiration of her, but from dislike to what has now be- 
come a complete nuisance. In The Adopted Child, the afterpiece, 
Mr. Wallack gave one of his very best performances, feeling and effec- 
tive; since the time of Bannister, Michael has had no representative 
so powerful. Mr. Bedford esang the songs of Ze Sage in his usual 
manly and striking manser, -Mrs. Orger’s Well may be mentioned as 


more than respectable.
